Regard in g the strike of lin emen in 
the employ of the Missou ri & Kan ­ 
sas Telephon e compan y, Mr. R. F 
Bou rion writes the Democrat as fol 
loTv s, u n d er d ate of December 8: 
“I write to in qu ire throu gh you r 
colu mn s of an y on e who can an swer 
me, where hav e the people gon e who 
were so stron gly in fav or of hav in g 
ev ei yon e remov e their telephon es at 
the begin n in g of the ’strike?* An d 
where, by the way, is the strike an d 
the men whom we tried to accom 
mod ate by gratifyin g their whims In 
regard to remov in g ou r 'phon es when 
they asked for pu blic sympathy in 
their real or fan cied wron gs? 
’’Railroad men say they hav e car­ 
ried them away, on e by on e an d in 
bu n ches to work in other town s; so 
what is the u se of tryin g to d o a fav or 
(to ou r own d iscomfitu re) to men 
who are n o lon ger here or are repre­ 
sen ted by so few as compared to the 
origin al n u mber that you can hard ly 
n otice that you are fav orin g an yon e? 
’’What the people wan t to kn ow in , 
can an y on e giv e a good , sou n d reason 
w'hy wa shou ld keep ou r 'phon es ou t, 
an d whom we may expect to object 
to ou r con d u ct when we pu t*them back 
in to serv ice?

|end, Kansas. 


THE CASHIER GAVE HIM $350. 


Robber Captu red , Mon ey Recov ered , 
, an d Express Compan y Employe 
Accid en tally Killed . 


Great Ben d , Kan ., Dec. 8.—After .a 
d arin g attempt here at 9 o'clock this 
morn in g to rob the J. V. Brin kham 
Compan y ban k, sin gle hhn d ed , a man 
who gav e his n ame as George A. 
Lewis, of Kan sas City, was su rrou n d ­ 
ed an d su rren d ered . 
Bu d Westfall, a d riv er for* the Wells- 
Fargo Express cpmpan y, was killed 
by a shot fired by on e of the pu r­ 
su ers.

Lewis walked In to the ban k a few 
min u tes after it open ed this morn ­ 
in g an d poin tin g a rev olv er at A. E. 
Taylor, cashier, ord ered him /o throw 
u p his han d s. 
In an in stan t a clerk d od ged in to 
a v au lt an d set off the bu rglar alarm. 
Lewis fled immed iately an d d arted 
u p an alley. 
A crowd of men an d boys were soon 
close behin d him in pu rsu it, an d see­ 
in g himself bein g hemmed In the rob- 
her d arted u pstairs in the Wells-Fargo 
bu ild in g, two blocks from the bjan k 
On the secon d floor he locked him­ 
self in a room an d for an hou r d efied 
arrest.

Sev eral shots were fired in to th i 
room In an attem pt to d islod ge the 
rObber. On e 
fcu ilet 
stru ck an d in ­ 
stan tly 
killed Driv er W 'e|tiall, who 
in the express o f^ e on .Uie street 
floor. 
Fin ally, after parleyin g for an hcv if 
wlUi his pu rsu ers, Lewis su rren d ered 
an d was taken to the cou n ty jail.

The conv iction of a milk dealer in 
the criminal’ court and the wholesome 
penalty inflicted Is one of the most 
imi>ortant steps that has been taken 
for years to promote the health and 
happiness of the people of this com­ 
munity, says the Kansas City Journal. 
Usually prosecuting oaiccrs attach 
little importance to such cases and 
permit them to be uismissed for want 
of prosecution, while they take ex­ 
ceeding pains and dev ote all their 
energies to the conv iction of some 
miserable wretch who has stolen a 
pair of shoes or held up a pedestrian 
for a few dollars. 
And yet what is the petty theft or 
ev en a highway robbery compared to 
that wholesale crime 
of 
poisoning 
or starv ing scores of babies and sick 
persons with impure or adulterated 
milk? Hundreds of anxious mothers 


who despairingly 
watch the roses 
fade In the cheeks of their little ones 
for lack of proper sustenance will 
thank the court and prosecuting attor­ 
ney for this conv iction and pray that 
justice may stretch its strong aim to 
reach all such criminals ?.nd punish 
them until their greedy practices are 
stamped out. 
^ 
There is no more excuse for the 
v endors of impure and watered milk 
than for any other cheats and swind­ 
lers; in fact there Is less, for their 
offenses work deadly harm to those 
who cannot help themselv es. 
Milk is 
the only food supply for many thou­ 
sands, and young children and their 
liv es often depeni upon its purity. 
The n ilkmen's complaint that they 


cannot make a liv ing without water­ 
ing their milk is unworthy of a mo­ 
ment’s consideration. 
If it were true 
the public would cheerfully pay more; 
in fact, any reasonable price would not 
be begrudged for pure milk; but as a 
matter of fact honest men hav e made 
money and accumulated modest for- 
Liiiies in the dairy business at the pre- 
# 
sent prices and ev en lewder ones. 
The excuse that cost of feed for cat­ 
tle has gone up, and that the cost of 
liv ing is greater now, is not a good 
one in v iew of the fact that the farm­ 
ers still sell milk at the same old 
rate, 10 cents a gallon to the mi Ik 
dealers. 
Milk bought at ten cents a 
gallon ought certainly to yield a haml- 
some profit when sold at six cents a 
quart;, 
The figures of a well known 
dairyman also show that he makes 
$1,800 a year clear with fifteen cows, 
selling milk at six cents a quart. 
How^ev er, what the public wants 
and sorely needs is absolutely pure 
milk fresh from the cow, and the 
herds inspected for tuberculosis and 
other deadly diseases. 
It Is to be 
huped that the city council will yet 
do its duly and prov ide an ample 
force of Inspectors to Insure this de­ 
sired end. In the meantime the rem­ 
edy lies with the city attorney and 
the county prosecutor to mete out 
stern justice la all this class of of­ 
fenders until this community is made 
too hot to hold them.

There is little doubt that the tre­ 
mendous growth

shortage. 
Few people realize hov / 
great this increase Is, but it Is most 
readily seen by the increase in rail­ 
road tonnage, 
as practically 
ev ery 
other industry pays tribute to the 
railroads through transportation. 
A writer in the December Rev iew 
of Rev iews points out that during the 
lifetime of many who are still activ e 
factors in business affairs, or sev en­ 
ty-six years ago, we had 23 miles of 
railroads, today 223.000 miles, or In­ 
ducing double 
track 
and 
sidings 
313,000 miles. 
The freight in mile tons has grown 
from 
39,000.000,000 
in 
i^S2 
an 1 
79,000.000,000 in 1890. to 187,(100,000,000 
in 1905, the total for the latter year 
being nioie than twice as great as 
for 1890. 
The gain of 40.000,000.000 tons be­ 
tween 1900 an ! 1905 was much larger 
than the total In 1882, and nearly two- 
thirds as great as the total in 1890. 
Owing to the improv ement in loadbf d 
and to the larger and much more 
powerful 
locomotiv es 
and 
cars, 
freight traffic 
has 
Increased by a 
much greater percentage than the in­ 
crease in the number of cars and locc- 
niotlv es, and likewise than the in­ 
crease in milage. 
On most of our railroads we hav e 
v ery nearly reached 
the 
limit of 
heav ier locomotiv es and larger cars, 
for as these are Increased In weight 
heav ier rails and heav ier bridges are 
made necessary. , It is really a case of 
reconstruction and rebuilding year af­ 
ter year. 
Yet no road in a prosperous 
section seems to catch up with its 
business. 
The depot and the rolling 
stock built for the present are behind 
the times before they are completed. 
“ Great as has been the grow^th of 
traffic during the last ten years,” says 
this writer in the Rev iew' of Rev iews, 
“ it must of necessity be far exceeded 
by that of the next ten, since popula­ 
tion is Increasing and the v olume of 
trade grows more rapidly than popula­ 
tion. To extend our railroad facilities 
by the building of new mileage, by im­ 
prov ement of trades and terminal fa­ 
cilities, and by the increase of rolling 
stock adequate to meet the actual 
needs of the country during the next 
ten years, would require as a minim­ 
um an expenditure' in that time of 
from $4,000,000,000 to $5,000,000,000.”

RECORDS OF LANGUAGES 


Talking Machines for Preserving In­ 
dian Dialects and Music. 


Indian language? are so rapidly dis­ 
appearing that the Smithsonian Insti­ 
tution has undertt ken to make a se­ 
ries of talking machine records of the 
dialects, songs and musical chants of 
the American aborigines. 
Although 
the phonograph has not prov en en- 
entirely satisfactory for this purpose, 
because its reproductions were 
too 
mechanical and the record cy linders 
so perishable, a large number of rec­ 
ords hav e been made by this mean3. 
It has now been found that perfect 
records may be secured by means of 
a new dev ice known as the telegra- 
phone. The records for this machine, 
which is designed primarily for corre­ 
spondence dictation and to take down 
conv ersation ov er the telephone, are 
made by magnetic impressions on a 
steel wire or disk. These are practi­ 
cally Indestructible. 
It is said that the recrrds made by 
the telegraphone are so perfect that 
they can hardly be distinguished from 
the original v oice. Once a record iS 
made it can be transferred any num­ 
ber of times, and these duplicate rec­ 
ords will reproduce perfectly , while 
one phonograph record can 
not 
be 
made from another successfully . One 
telegraphone has already reproduced 
ov er forty thousand times a record 
which shows no signs of hav ing lost 
any of its original strength and clear­ 
ness. 
Scientists and 
philologists 
are 
therefore giv ing much attention to the 
telegraphone as a means of preserv ­ 
ing the only records that will ex ist in 
the future of characteristic dialects, 
which are gradually disappearing.

drawal is at the suggestion of the

that he has prov ed himself persona 
non grata. 
When Mr. and Mrs. W^ite arriv e 1 
here they were waited on by court of­ 
ficials, who, in accordance with cus­ 
tom and etiquette in such cases, re­ 
quested them to arrange for an ev e­ 
ning when the members of the court 
and of the aristocracy of the diplo­ 
matic corps and of the offcial and po­ 
litical world could take part in a re­ 
ception at the American embassy , at 
which the court chamberlain would 
make the presentations.

ing the reception list entirely in his 
hands.

Henry White has been in the diplo­ 
matic serv ice since 1883 , when he was

With the ex ­ 
ception of the four y ears of Mr. Bay ­ 
ard’s term as ambassador,

W arrants were sworn out against 
five persons in East St. Louis yester­ 
day, following a declaration made by 
Albert Whitesides, a negro, already 
under sentence on a murder charge, 
who said that the killing of Philip 
Fry, a saloonkeeper, was done at the 
prompting of at least one member of 
his own family, in December, 1902. 
The tragedy occurred in Rush City, 
a negro settlement of East St.'TLouis. 
Mrs. Louisa Fry, wife of the victim; 
George and Philip F. Fry, his sons; 
Charles T. Allison, porter in the bar­ 
room. and Henry Kelley, a negro, are 
those held pending investigation of 
the statem ent. 
According to the story told to the 
police, the killing was the result of 
an agreem ent'in which it was plan­ 
ned to have the saloon used as a spec­ 
ies of gambling house. Whitesfdes 
claimed that the affair was discussed 
at length, and that an agreement was 
reached 
as to the division 
of the 
money. He said he was to receive 
for acting as “lookout.** 
The murder occurred at night after 
\he place had been closed. Fry was 
felled with some blunt instrument and 
his body was found with the head al­ 
most 
severed 
from the 
body, his 
throat having been cut. 
His pockets 
had been rifled and $ 50 had been 
taken. 
His assailants failed to find 
$ 20 which was in a watch pocket. 
Whitesides says that Mrs. Fry knew 
of the attack on her husband, and 
that Kelley, Allison and himself visit­ 
ed the saloon after it had closed, Alli­ 
son opening the door with his porter’s 
key and calling Fry to the door. He 
said the saloonkeeper was “slugged** 
over the head and his throat cut with 
a razor.

Canadian Rivers Refuse to Re­ 
main Bridged.

Muskogee, I. 1., Dec. 8.—The shift­ 
ing sands and the uncertain channels 
of the North 
and South 
Canadian 
rivers seem to have whipped out the 
Missouri, Kansas & Texas railroad en- 
giners in a struggle lasting thirty-five 
years, and the result may be that 
the Katy will change many miles of 
its line and abandon the present cross­ 
ings of the two streams and run a 
new line that will cross the Canadian 
river east of the confluence of the 
North Canadian. 
If this is done it will leave Eufaula, 
one of the oldest towns in the terri­ 
tory, six miles from the railroad and 
practically isolated from it, because 
to get to the railroad Eufaula people 
would have to cross one or both of 
these streams. 
For thirty years the^Missouri, Kan­ 
sas & Texas has had trouble keeping 
bridges across these two streams and 
in keeping the track in the low lands 
between them, a distance of about 
six miles, most of which is overflow 
land, and the trestles and bridges are 
constantly w'ashicg out. 
^ 
The present bridges are about eight 
miles from the mouth of the North 
Canadian. Eufaula is six miles w’est 
of the confluence of the two streams, 
situated in the richest cotton growing 
section of Indian territory.
